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The arguments filed 1 1 /1 5/06 in the amendment after final, regarding claims 1,6,9,12 and 1 7 have been considered but are not 
persuasive. 

While the Makipaa reference does not explicitly state "household account information", the phrase is reasonably interpreted to include 
any information pertaining to an account, including transaction information. An account, such as a bank account or a credit card account, 
is inherently made up of transactions. Since a household can be a number of entities, including a single person, a family, or a company, 
any information pertaining to any type of transactions related to an account, such as the transaction information taught by Makipaa, can be 
considered "household account information". Therefore, Makipaa teaches the use of household account information, as applied in the 
previous Office Action. 

Newly amended claim 1 now contains all the limitations of cancelled claim 5. Newly amended claim 6 now contains all the limitations 
of cancelled claim 7. Newly amended claim 9 now contains all the limitations of cancelled claim 10. Newly amended claim 12 now 
contains all the limitations of cancelled claim 14. Newly amended claim 17 now contains all the limitations of cancelled claim 18. Claims 
1, 6, 9, 12 and 17 may be properly rejected for the reasons cited in the Office Action filed 5/19/06, with regards to each of the cancelled 
claims, now appended onto the independent claim from which each cancelled claim previously depended. 
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
